1 . Claims 6-12 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-7. Claims 1-5 have been 
cancelled by Applicant. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited film further including the film wound into 
a roll having a takeout width of not less than 500 mm and a length of not less than 
2000m. Additionally, the closest prior art does not teach or suggest the recited film 
further including a thickness variation Z (%) of not less than 3% and not more than 15%. 
The closest prior art does not teach or suggest a film roll of the polyolefin laminate film 
further including wherein the polyolefin laminate film of the roll has a product takeout 
width of not less than 500mm and a length of not less than 2000m. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
